aluics*. without a note of warning, thUmac 
Kho attracted and held tte attcmlou of the 
civilized v^or'd for more tbau tbc average 
lUe-tiuie of a gecctailon, p££-ed awaylaM 
evening, lie had been busily engaged during 
the day In looking alter Iho Interests of oth- 
ers, aud s? died as ho lived, a philanthropist 
and a reformer. 


Mr. Douglass was born a tlive. and amid 


earronudiugs ol the most di-c^uraxlng char- 
acter. The laws did not permit hloi to loarn 
to read and Tfrlte, even h£d there been one 
who was willing to leach him those rudimen- 
tary elements of education. Hat as a boy he 
caught the inspiration of i regressive Ideas, 
aci! dtvjliilalmitlf to such opportunities HS 
were afforded. Ilavirg been eet to work in a 
Ehlpyard, ho learneJ Ihe meaning of tho 
marks ou the timbers, and thus acquired bEs 
tir=t knowledge of the alphabet. 
IJo pursued 


his Investigations by securing bitsof old news- 
papers and other printed natter and studying 
ih;ni whlls In hiding. Little byllttls ho gained 
a ku 
eiiyj ot" affairs, tbrcugh school-books 


utd other llttriluie snrn ptiiioutly acquTid. 
He learned that there wes Irei'btn for tbo 
blaci tnau la tao Noith, that there were abo- 
llilon!.sts in Uorgress, arc! that occasionally 
slaves were tunuli.^ away la ECIUCU of free- 
dctu. iiome of this information cauie to him 
through the advertlsumente of slaveholders, 
wherein were ottered reivaids for tLc cap'airc 
and return of runaways. And while yet a 
m!Te boy the work of evolution f ;ota bandage 
lofrttHJom WES progressing, thongh under 
£ut'j!3;a which awakened no suspicion. 


Of courss Douglass bad no coma associa- 


tions. Eo never knew who was hisfather, and 
never saw ills mother after reaching two or 
three years ol age. Ho was never Informed 
as to mo date of his bicth, and so never knew 
hlj L-sac: age or his real name. 


Una of the first books reid b? young Doug- 


lisa was the Bible, In thoetudyof which ho 
was aided by a colored preacher, and the 
knowledge of which piovcd a light to his feet
